Viruses Lurk in New Gadgets 


A growing number of devices come vulnerable to hackers 


From iPods to navigation systems, some of 
today’s hottest gadgets are landing on store 
shelves with some unwanted extras from the 
factory — pre-installed viruses that steal 
passwords, open doors for hackers and make 
computers spew spam. 

Recent cases reviewed by The Associated 
Press include some of the most widely used 
tech devices: Apple iPods, digital picture 
frames sold by Target and Best Buy stores 


and TomTom navigation gear. 

In most cases, Chinese factories — where 
many companies have turned to keep prices 
low — are the source. 

So far, the virus problem appears to come 
from lax quality control — perhaps a careless 
worker plugging an infected music player 
into a factory computer used for testing — 
rather than organized sabotage by hackers 
or the Chinese factories. 


If a virus is introduced at an earlier 
stage of production, by a corrupt employee 
or a hacker when software is uploaded to 
the gadget, then the problems could be far 
more serious and widespread. 

Knowing how many devices have been 
sold, or tracking the viruses with any preci- 
sion, is impossible because of the secrecy of 
electronics makers and the companies they 
hire to build their products. But given the 
nature of mass manufacturing, the numbers 
could be huge, (ap)

Suspect in UNC Slaying Also 
Charged in Killing at Duke 

A suspect in the slaying of a Uni- 
versity of North Carolina student 
leader was charged Thursday with 
the killing of a graduate student at 
Duke University, authorities said. 

Police charged 
Lawrence Alvin 
Lovette Jr., 17, 
with first- degree 
murder in the 
death of Abhijit 
Mahato hours 
after he surren-

of UNC student body president Eve 
Carson. It was not immediately clear 
how, or whether, the two cases were 
connected.

Report: FBI Misused Powers in ’06 


Agency says privacy 
violations predate 
current reform efforts 

WASHINGTON I Top -level FBI coun- 
terterrorism executives issued 
improper blanket demands in 
2006 for the records of 3,860 
telephone lines to justify the fact 
that agents already had obtained 
the data using an illegal procedure 
that is now prohibited, the Justice 
Department inspector general 
reported Thursday. 


NOT CRIMINAL 

■4 In written statements, 
both the FBI and the Justice 
Department noted that the 2006 
abuses occurred before Fine’s 
first report brought problems 
to light last year and led to new 
procedures. Neither of Fine’s 
reports cited any criminal intent; 
he blamed even illegal proce- 
dures on mistakes, poortraining 
and record-keeping, and short 
resources. 


Glenn A. Fine also reported 
that in one case FBI anti-terror- 
ism agents circumvented a federal 
court that twice had refused a war- 
rant for personal records because 
the judges believed the agents were 
investigating conduct protected by 
the First Amendment. 

Fine said the agents got the 
records using national security 
letters, which do not require a 
judge’s approval, without altering 
or re-examining the basis of their 
suspicions — the target’s association 
with others under investigation. 


These findings were highlighted in 
Fine’s second report in two years on 
howthe FBI has used broad authority 
to gather personal information about 
Americans grantedby the USA Patriot 
Act and other statutes. 

Overall, Fine’s new report found, 
as expected, that FBI privacy abuse 
during terrorism investigations con- 
tinued to rise in 2006. He reserved 
judgment on whether corrective 
actions under way will work. 

“It is too early to tell whether 
these measures will eliminate fully 
the problems,” Fine said, (ap)

WASHINGTON I The committee in 
charge of running House Repub- 
lican campaigns said Thursday 
that a former treasurer “deceived 
and betrayed” the group, which is 
missing hundreds of thousands of 
dollars — and possibly more — due 
to fraudulent acts conducted over 
the past several years. 

Republican officials said the 
former employee, Chris Ward, 
apparently “made several hundred 
thousand dollars in unauthor- 
ized transfers of NRCC funds to 
outside committees whose bank 
accounts he had access to” over 
several years. Ward’s lawyer did 
not return a phone call seeking 
comment Thursday, (ap)

'Founding Mothers’ Traced 


Six women identified 
as ancestors of most 
American Indians 

NEW YORK I Nearly all of today’s 
American Indians in North, Cen- 
tral and South America can trace 
part of their ancestry to six women 
whose descendants immigrated 
around 20,000 years ago, a DNA 
study suggests. 

Those women left a particular 
DNA legacy that persists to today 
in about 95 percent of American 
Indians, researchers said. 

The finding does not mean that 
only these six women gave rise to the 
migrants who crossed into North 
America from Asia in the initial 


GENETIC TRAIL 

-► Researchers traced the histo- 
ry of a particular kind of DNA that 
represents just a fraction ofthe 
human genetic material. 

-►This DNA is found in the mito- 
chondria, the power plants of 
cells. This DNA is passed along 
only by the mother, so itfollowsa 
lineage that connects a person to 
his or her mother, then the moth- 
er’s mother, and so on. 


populating of the continent, said 
study co-author Ugo Perego. 

The women lived between 
18,000 and 21,000 years ago, 
though not necessarily at exactly 
the same time, he said. 


The work was published this 
week by the journal PLoS One. 

The six “founding mothers” 
apparently did not live in Asia, 
because the DNA signatures they 
left behind aren’t found there, 
Perego said. They probably lived 
in Beringia, the now- submerged 
land bridge that stretched to North 
America, he said. 

Connie Mulligan of the Univer- 
sity of Florida, an anthropologist 
who studies the colonization of the 
Americas but didn’t participate in 
the new work, said it’s not surpris- 
ing to trace the mitochondrial DNA 
to six women. “It’s an OK number 
to start with right now,” but fur- 
ther work may change it slightly, 
she said, malcolm ritter (ap)

Paterson Says He Is Ready to Lead 


New N.Y. governor 
faces budget challenge 
after Spitzer scandal 

ALBANY, N.Y. I Lt. Gov. David Pat- 
erson, who will take over as New 
York’s governor following Gov. Eliot 
Spitzer’s dramatic fall from power in 
a prostitution scandal, said Thurs- 
day he is ready to lead and “get New 
York back on track.” 

At a news conference at the state 


Capitol, Paterson said he promised 
Spitzer when he accepted the job as 
lieutenant governor that he would 
be prepared to take command of the 
state if necessary. “I am prepared,” 
Paterson said. 

“I promised the governor yester- 
day that I would commit myself to 
the people of this great state, that we 
would have stability and continue 
in these challenges that lie ahead. 
Now we have to get New York back 
on track,” Paterson said. 


Paterson takes over on Monday 
and will become New York’s first 
black governor and the nation’s first 
legally blind chief executive. 

One of his first tasks will be 
working with lawmakers to close 
a $4.7 billion deficit and broker a 
deal by April 1 on a $124 billion 
budget proposed by Spitzer. 

“We cannot afford to waste 
another second. We have a budget 
that’s due and a deadline to meet,” 
Paterson said, valerie bauman (ap)

U.S. Strike Kills Pakistani Civilians 


Troops in Afghanistan 
target militants but hit 
women and children 

TANGRAl, PAKISTAN I U.S.-led forc- 
es in Afghanistan fired across the 
border into Pakistan in a strike tar- 
geting Taliban militants, and the 
Pakistani army said Thursday that 
civilians were killed. 

A spokesman for the U.S.-led 
coalition in Afghanistan said troops 
used “precision-guided munitions” 


to strike a compound about a mile 
inside Pakistan on Wednesday. Maj. 
Chris Belcher said the troops were 
responding to an “imminent threat” 
and that the coalition informed Paki- 
stani authorities after the strike. 

In Tangrai, a village of about 40 
houses surrounded by fields and 
mountains, residents led an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter to the rubble 
of a house hit in the attack. Only 
one of its four walls was standing 
amid a tangle of mud bricks, bed- 
ding and cooking pots.

Indian police arrest 
protesters who were 
marching to Tibet 

DEHRA, INDIA I More than 100 Tibet- 
an exiles began a hunger strike 
Thursday after police in northern 
India dragged them away from a 
six-month march to their home- 
land to protest China’s hosting of 
the Olympic Games. 

The demonstrators had vowed to 
march from India to Tibet to coin- 
cide with the start of the Aug. 8-24 
games. Indian officials — fearing 
the march would embarrass China 
— banned the exiles from leaving 
the Kangra district that surrounds 
the city of Dharmsala — the head- 
quarters of the Tibetan govern- 
ment-in- exile in India. 

The exiles resisted arrest by sit- 


ting or lying down, but they were 
hauled into police buses. Some wept 
or shouted “Free Tibet! ,” but there 
was no violence, witnesses said. 

Senior police official Atul Ful- 


zele said the protesters were charged 
with threatening the region’s “peace 
and tranquility.” Despite the arrests, 
organizers vowed to continue the

Archbishop Who 
Was Kidnapped 
Is Dead in N. Iraq 

BAGHDADI The body of a Chaldean 
Catholic archbishop was found in a 
shallow grave in northern Iraq on 
Thursday, two weeks after he was 
kidnapped by gunmen in one of 
the most dramatic attacks against 
the country’s small Christian com- 
munity. 

The discovery of Archbishop 
Paulos Faraj Rahho’s body came on 
a day that saw more violence else- 
where in Iraq. A c ar bomb explod- 
ed in central Baghdad, killing 18 
people and wounding dozens more, 
police said. Gunmen also killed five 
members of an anti-al- Qaeda group 
near Tikrit and a correspondent for 
a newspaper in Baghdad. 

Pope Benedict XVI deplored 
Rahho’s death, calling it an “inhu- 
man act of violence.” Since 2003, 
Iraqi Christians have been targeted 
by Islamic extremists. 

Rahho, 65, was seized on Feb. 29 
after he delivered a Mass in Mosul. 
There have been no claims of 
responsibility for his kidnapping 
or death, sameer n. yacoub (ap)

TEHRAN, IRAN I A survey has shown 
that most Iranian voters plan to cast 
their ballots in Iran’s Friday parlia- 
mentary elections, which conser- 
vative hard-liners are expected to 
win, the official IRNA news agency 
said Thursday.

NW Fire Forces 200 Out of Homes 


Five-alarm blaze in 
Mt. Pleasant destroys 
apartments, church 

WASHINGTON | A massive fire rav- 
aged a District of Columbia apart- 
ment building, forcing the evacua- 
tion of several neighboring buildings 
and damaging a church. 

No residents were injured as 
flames engulfed the four-story 
building in the city’s Mount Pleas- 
ant neighborhood, but about 200 
people were forced from their 
homes, authorities said. 

Fire department spokesman 
Alan Etter said the fire broke 
out Wednesday shortly before 
midnight, and responding crews 
initially focused on rescuing resi- 
dents.

Some people climbed down fire 
ladders, while firefighters carried 
others out of the building, authori- 
ties said.

Cellphone 
Ban Bill 
Still Alive 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | A long- debated 
measure to ban the use of handheld 
cellphones while driving could be 
approved by the Maryland Senate 
next week — although its support- 
ers say its on life support. 

The bill would fine drivers $50 
for talking on phones while driv- 
ing without using hands-free devic- 
es. The proposal would allow cell 
phone fines only as secondary 
offenses, meaning a police officer 
would not be allowed to pull over a 
driver simply for using the phone. 
Text messaging while driving would 
also be banned. 


Study: Graduations Aid Crime Costs 


Report says raising 
graduation rates could 
save D.C. $70M yearly 

The District annually would save 
$70 million a year in crime-relat- 
ed costs if the male graduation 
rate increased by 5 percent, a study 
prepared by an independent policy 
and research organization conclud- 
ed yesterday. 

The “State Card” report, prepared 
by the Washington-based Alliance 
for Excellent Education, compiled 
new data from several studies to 
highlight D.C.’s low graduation 
rates and standardized test scores 
and wide achievement gap between 
white and minority students. 


HOW THEY RANK 

The Alliance for Excellent 
Education’s report found the 
following results for D.C. public 
schools: 

■4 58.2 percent of seniors grad- 
uated lastyearfrom D.C. public 
high schools, compared with 70 
percent nationwide 
■4 86 percent of white students 
graduated in D.C., compared 
with 76 percent nationwide. 

59 percent of black students 
graduated in the city, compared 
with 53 percent nationwide. 

■4 40 percent of Hispanic stu- 
dents graduated, compared with 
58 percent nationwide. 


Bob Wise, president of the Alli- 
ance, said the data could be used 
to gauge over time how gradua- 
tion rates and achievement levels 
are affected by Mayor Adrian M. 
Fenty ’s takeover of the schools. 

“In D.C., you can use it as a 
baseline. D.C. is one of the key 
areas [that will be] looked at and 
scrutinized.” Wise said. 

According to the study, 2,400 
students failed to graduate from 
D.C. public high schools last year. 
It asserts that the dropouts will 
lose $615 million in lifetime earn- 
ings. Moreover, the study says that 
the city would save more than $20 
million in health care costs during 
their lifetime if they had graduated.

Panel Calls for Tighter 
Regulation of Lenders 


Treasury secretary 
says oversight needed 
to avoid another crisis 

WASHINGTON I Economic policy- 
makers on Thursday recommend- 
ed stricter regulation of mortgage 
lenders as part of a broad effort to 
prevent a repeat of a credit crisis 
threatening to drive the country 
into recession. 

With problems in the credit and 
housing markets worsening, the 
Bush administration now seems to 
favor a larger role for government — 
an approach Republicans generally 
have had little appetite for. 

Recommendations from a presi- 
dential advisory group on financial 
markets cover mortgage lenders, 


as well as investors, credit ratings 
agencies and regulators. 

Treasury Secretary Henry Paul- 
son, who leads that group, said the 
suggested actions 
are intended to 
avoid another 
meltdown in the 
credit and hous- 
ing markets. 

Federal and 
state regulators 
should strength- 
en oversight of mortgage lenders, 
according to the group’s report 
released Thursday. Also, states 
should follow uniform licensing 
standards for mortgage brokers. 
No such nationwide system exists, 
although legislation in Congress 
would create one. (ap)

D.C. offers myriad 
spots to reflect when 
in need of a big idea 

IN SUNDAY SOURCE I Sometimes it’s 
hard to think. You’re staring at a 
blank screen, waiting for the Big 
Thought to pop into your head. 
And the Big Thought has obvious- 
ly missed its train. 

You need something: a quiet 
place that’s perfect for reflection, 
a scene that will send your spirits 
soaring, a way to focus your mind 
on the matter at hand or help block 
out the matter altogether. 


Here are a few of our favorite 
places to visit to be inspired, to sit 
and peacefully ponder or to refresh 
our noggins: 

As Quiet as the Dead 

If you’re looking for peace and 
quiet, where better to find it than 
at a cemetery? If you want more — 
say, thought-provoking art — head 
to Rock Creek Cemetery, home to 
the quietly famous memorial to 
Marian “Clover” Adams. 

The piece was commissioned by 
Adams’ husband, journalist and his- 
torian Henry Adams, after his wife’s 
suicide in 1885. Henry Adams was 


decidedly quiet on the subject of his 
wife, and the memorial, created by 
sculptor Augustus Saint- Gaudens, 
is equally mysterious. 

There is no marker declaring who 
lies beneath it, and Adams preferred 
not to name it, although it has come 
to be called “Grief” over the years. 
Cloaked in a shield of yews, its focal 
point is an androgynous bronze fig- 
ure. Is it a she? And that look on its 
face is . . . what? Serene? Despairing? 
Adams never said exactly what he 
was going for. He once wrote that 
the “interest of the figure was not 
in its meaning but in the response 
of the observer.” 


A Garden Fit for a Bishop 

An inscription on one of the gates 
to Washington National Cathe- 
dral’s Bishop’s Garden reads, “They 
shall enter into peace that enter in 
at these gates,” which, you have to 
admit, bodes well if you’re looking 
for a quiet spot in which to collect 
your thoughts.

Nestled within its gates 
and sheltered by boxwoods and holly 
trees are a handful of benches, per- 
fect for your much-needed moment 
of reflection.

Real Competition 
In the Caps’ Net 


Kolzig proves he can 
still play — but is it 
too late for his team? 

CAPITALS I Olie Kolzig insisted he 
wasn’t finished, even when the Capi- 
tals traded for Montreal goaltender 
Cristobal Huet in late February. 

So, even though reaching the 
300 -victory milestone — which 
Kolzig accomplished Wednesday 
— certainly suggests his stellar 
career is nearing its end, his per- 
formance since Huet’s acquisition 
has given coach Bruce Boudreau 
plenty to think about in the sea- 
son’s final weeks. 

What began as a goalie con- 
troversy has evolved into genuine 
competition, which is fortunate for 
a team with little time for distrac- 
tion. The Caps (33-30-8), who host 
Atlanta Friday and Boston Sunday, 
face low playoff odds. 

In a cluster of six Eastern clubs 
separated by six points, Washing- 
ton is five points out of eighth place 
and must win nearly all its remain- 
ing 11 games to have a shot. While 
both Kolzig and Huet are bidding 
to be the Caps’ current, and per- 
haps future, netminder, Carolina 


(38-29-5) appears to have locked 
up the division crown. 

“We need guys like [Kolzig] and 
Cristobal, two older goalies in their 
30s, down the stretch,” Boudreau 
said. “I think those are the kind of 
guys you can really ride, and we will 
ride both of them.” 

Both goalies will be unrestricted 
free agents this summer, and their 
futures maybe tied to their perfor- 
mances over the next three weeks. 
Kolzig, 37, is making $5.45 million 
this year and occasionally struggled 
to justify that salary, but his per- 
formance has picked up recently. 
He’s 6 - 3-2 since February with a 
2.18 goals-against average and a 
.923 save percentage in his past 
12 games. 

Huet, 32, makes “just” $2.8 mil- 
lion and has played well in his four 
Caps starts, going 2-2-0 with a .925 
save percentage and a 1.91 GAA. 

“I’m sure it’s not a good situa- 
tion for everybody, but I’m happy 
to be here, and I’ll try my best,” 
he said. “We’ll see what the coach 
decides, and, obviously, I have 
tons of respect for Olie. I’ll just 
try to help the team when I’m 
asked to, and we’ll see after that.”

FILM | Horton may hear a Who, 
but the rest of us may hear a lot of 
hoopla, and it’s not all the charm- 
ing sort you would expect from a 
benign Seussian world.

Who!” succeeds to a point in put- 
ting the Hollywood spin on The- 
odor S. Geisel’s beloved children’s 
book about an elephant defending 
a microscopic civilization.

FILM I As writer, director and star

Michael Haneke’s 
oddest horror show 
is enacted in English 

FILM | Here’s what’s funny about 
writer- director Michael Haneke’s 
“Funny Games,” a nearly identical 
English-language remake of his 
own 1997 thriller set in Austria: 
Haneke wants to condemn Hol- 
lywood pop culture for reveling in 
gratuitous, graphic violence, and he 
intentionally places the most brutal 
acts of his sadistic hostage drama 
just outside the frame. Yet the vio- 
lence is completely germane to the 
story, and even though you can’t see 
it, it still achieves the same unset- 
tling effect. 

This time, Naomi Watts and 
Tim Roth star as wealthy married 
couple Anna and George, who are 
on their way with their young son 
(Devon Gearhart) to their tasteful 
vacation home in an upscale water- 
front community. 

Soon after they arrive, the 
exceedingly polite Peter (Brady Cor- 
bet) shows up at the door in preppy 


all-white and asks to borrow some 
eggs for a neighbor. Then his partner 
Paul (Michael Pitt) arrives, who is 
similarly dressed and just as creep- 
ily ingratiating. 

Clearly, they’re not there for 
the eggs. 

We know their intentions are 
nefarious by their demeanor and 
the fact that they just won’t leave, 
despite Anna and George’s initial- 
ly civilized, then increasingly insis- 
tent, suggestions. Yet they appear 
childlike, almost angelic. And the 
fact that they force Anna, George 
and little Georgie to play along with 
their contrived riddles and games 
indicates something twisted is going 
on, which amps up the intrigue. 

Then Haneke ruins the effect 
about an hour in by having Pitt 
cheekily address the audience. 
Whatever sensation we’d been 
experiencing that we were privy 
to watching something weird and 
unexpected has just been shattered. 
Not only has he yanked us back to

Two crazy converted school buses 
will be making the rounds today, 
departing from Rumors and hitting 
mystery destinations that might just 
include the Irish Times, McFadden’s 
or Mackey’s, though you won’t know 
where you’re going until you’re actu- 
ally on the bus. The $34 fee includes 
access to three or four bars, plus you 
get to skip the lines at every loca- 
tion. (That alone is worth the cost 
of admission.) 


Most people will drink beer over 
the next few days, but BOBBY LEW’S 
SALOON is hosting an Irish whiskey 
toast in hopes of turning folks on to 
Ireland’s other great drink. There 
will be a grand toast at 8 p.m. and 
$3 Jameson shots all night, but you 
don’t have to like the hard stuff to 
celebrate: from 6 to 10 p.m., the bar 
offers $4 Guinness drafts, $2 domes- 
tic beers and half-price appetizers.

The closing night of the D.C. Inde- 
pendent Film Festival (dciff.org) at 
George Washington University’s 
JACK MORTON AUDITORIUM features 
the screening that we’ve been look- 
ing forward to all week: a preview of 
“Revolution Rock.”

ATONEMENT (R, 123 minutes) This film 
version of Ian McEwan’s 2002 novel has 
achieved thatto which every literary adap- 
tation should aspire. It’s 1935, and the 
Tallises have gathered for a quiet sum- 
mer weekend. When Briony observes her 
beautiful sister, Cecilia (Keira Knightley), 
suddenly jump into a fountain while the 
caretaker’s son, Robbie (James McAvoy), 
looks on, Briony doesn’t see youthful 
impetuousness. She sees something 
forbidden and threatening, which is 
how she will read and report all that 
comes later, (ah) 

THE BAND’S VISIT (PG-13, 89 minutes) 


Israeli filmmaker Eran Kolirin’s com- 
edy was disqualified as a nominee for 
the Best Foreign Language Film Oscar 
because it contained too much English. 
Audiences can see forthemselves that 
this littlefilm was robbed. It begins just 
aseight men arrive at an unnamed Israeli 
airport. They’reontheirway toa perfor- 
mance, but between their Arabic, bro- 
ken English and nonexistent Hebrew, 
they wind up in a dusty desert back- 
water. Kolirin lets scenes unfold with 
few words and a multitude of gestures, 
resulting in a small masterpiece of quiet, 
physical comedy, (ah) 

THE BANK JOB (R, 110 minutes) In the 
early 1970s, Terry (Jason Statham), 
owner of an unsuccessful car dealer- 
ship in London, gets atip from an old 
friend (Saffron Burrows) about a bank 
vault whose alarm system is temporar- 
ily disabled. But as he recruits a team 
to steal the valuables, he is unaware

CLOVERFIELD (PG-13, 85 minutes) In this 
thriller, our hero, as such, is Rob (Michael 
Stahl- David), who’s being givenagoing- 
away party before his new job in Japan 
starts. Apparently miffed about not hav- 
ing been invited to the soiree, alum ber- 
ing-yet-slithering 90-foottadpole starts 
lobbing bombs around Lower Manhattan. 
The destruction ofthecity is seen through 
the viewfinder of a partygoer’s video cam- 
era, and at no time does hefail to keep an 
imageon the screen. Projected on a build- 
ing-size screen, the movie is a relentless 
exercise in visual disorientation, consist- 
ing of dialogue that consists largely of

COLLEGE ROAD TRIP (G, 86 minutes) 
This movie ran out of ideas just after 
they came up with the title. Martin 
Lawrence’s James wants his daugh- 
ter (Raven-Symone) unscathed by any 
of it. She wants to par-tay. Dad wants 
herto goto Northwestern; she wants to 
goto Georgetown. Eventually, howev- 
er, he relents and agrees to drive her to 
Washington. Perhapsthere will be peo- 
ple who do laugh at Lawrenceand Raven- 
Symone screaming in tandem, or mug- 
ging their way along every tortured mile 
of their road trip, (ja) 

DEFINITELY, MAYBE (PG-13, 151 min-

went wrong. So Will weaves a story that 
chronicles his history offemaletrouble, 
while she tries to figure it out. The film- 
makers don’t bother to adjust the film 
to the period with which they’re con- 
cerned, or orient themselves at all. Of 
course, it’s not the kind of movie con- 
cerned with character or verisimilitude. 
It’s about love, dude. And I would have 
loved had itended sooner, (ja) 
ENCHANTED (PG, 107 minutes) This 
charming family comedy from Disney 
celebrates the princess cult it invented 
while skewering its most saccharin con- 
ventions. After an old-school animated 
opening sequence, replete with asinging 
maiden named Giselle, itturns into a live- 
action adventure in which Giselle, played 
bythe winning Amy Adams, is banished 
by the prince’s evil stepmotherto — eek! -- 
Manhattan. Giselle meetsadivorce law- 
yer named Robert (Patrick Dempsey) and 
his6-year-old daughter. Giselle eventu- 
ally overcomes Robert’s wariness and 
cynicism, even as she’s being pursued 
by her brave but dim Prince Charming 
(James Marsden). This is a rare com- 
edy that will appeal to the whole family, 
as it indulges in all the dreams of fairy- 
tale romance while making a few 21st- 
century adjustments.

I AM LEGEND (PG-13, 114 minutes) Based 
on Richard Matheson’s 1954 novel of the 
same name, this movie is set in New York 
City in 2012, just after a virus appears to 
have wiped outthe human race, leaving 
only Robert Neville (Will Smith) with his 
trusted dog and memories of his wifeand 
daughter. Thejoyofthe movie is watching 
theslow unfolding ofthis disasterzone 
and the likable Smith finding a way to live 
in it. But instead of maintaining its edgy 
sense of constant discomfort, the movie 
is compelled to make Neville as fuzzi- 
ly adorableand messianicas possible. 
Heroes work better on their own, thank 
you, without studio hyperbole, (dt) 

IN BRUGES (R, 107 minutes) Writer- 
director Martin McDonagh’s first fea- 
ture film is a dry, wine-dark comedy, 
powered by Colin Farrell and Brendan 
Gleeson, who play two wry Irish hit 
men named Ray and Ken. The pair find 
themselves in Bruges, the Flemish port 
city known for its medieval architecture 
and bell tower. Ken (Gleeson) is willing 
to make the best of it. Ray (Farrell), not 
so much. Ray may be restless, but it’s 
his fault they’re here: They have been 
remanded to Bruges by their boss, 
Harry (Ralph Fiennes), because when 
Ray murdered a priestoutsideaconfes- 
sional, healso puta bullet in the head of 
a little boy at prayer, (ja) 

JUMPER (PG-13, 88 minutes) This sci- 
ence-fiction fantasy, in which Hayden 
Christensen plays a young man with 
genetic teleporting powers that he 
usesforeverythingfrom robbing banks 
to scooting down the couch to grab the 
remote, is oddly inert. Itsuffersfrom long, 
talky sequencesand ashocking lackof 
visual imagination. Partofthe problem 
is Christensen, who has never managed 
to projectanything butasullenairof lazy 
entitlement. That personaactuallyfits his 
character, David Rice, who’s a spoiled, 
petulant creep, so when he’s visited by 
a mysterious stranger named Roland 


(Samuel L. Jackson), who proceedsto 
beat the stuffing out of him, it’s difficult 
to know whom to root for. (ah) 

JUNO (PG-13, 91 minutes) When whip- 
smart teenager Juno (Ellen Page) 
becomes pregnant, the unplanned 
result of a quick liaison with boyfriend 
Paulie (Michael Cera), she decides to 
find a home for her baby. She meets a 
seemingly slick and perfect yuppie cou- 
ple (Jennifer Garner and Jason Bateman) 
who plan to givethe child the lifethat Juno 
can’t. Only superficially ateen comedy, 
the movie redounds with postmodern — 
butemotionally genuine — gravitas. What 
distinguishes it is its memorable banter 
among the characters, all of whom feel 
real. And let’s notforget how funny the 
movie is, too. (dt) 

THE KITE RUNNER (PG-13, 122 minutes) 
Khaled Hosseini’s novel has been given 
the screen adaptation it richly deserves. 
Gorgeouslyfilmed in Californiaand China 
(which stands in for Afghanistan), the 
movie keeps things simple and elegant. 
Twelve-year-old Amir (Zekeria Ebrahimi) 
lives in a beautiful house. His bestfriend 
is Hassan (Ahmad Khan Mahmidzada), 


thefamily servant’sson. Asthe boysdo 
what boys do in Kabul, including flying 
kites, they are routinely bullied by kidsof 
the privileged sectto which Amir belongs. 
It’s after one of Kabul’s cherished “kite 
fighting” tournaments that Hassan runs 
afoul of some of those bullies, who brutal- 
ly rape him. Amir looks on, and the ensu- 
ing shame will haunt him the rest of his 
life. For all the pain and loss, this is still a 
film of exhilarating, redemptive humanity, 
conveying enduring hope, (ah) 

LA VIE EN ROSE (PG-13, 103 minutes) This 
sprawling and passionatefilm aboutthe 
miserable life of French singing idol Edith 
Piaf oughtto be a lousy movie. It com- 
mits too many of the sins of the hack- 
neyed biopic about an artist, verg- 
ing on melodrama at times while flirt- 
ing with the dubious proposition that 
great pain drives great art. There are 
awful, silly scenes that ought to be on 
the cutting-room floor. But they work. 
Olivier Dahan’s film is both faithful to 
and freewheeling with thefacts of Piaf’s 
life. Much is left out, butthe essentials 
are there, and actress Marion Cotillard, 
who playstheadult Piaf, is dazzling. She

shameless bodice ripper, starring Scarlett 
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loving her Piaf, wishing you could reach 
through the screen and steer her life a 
bit differently, (philip kennicott) 
MICHAEL CLAYTON (R, 119 minutes) 
From its hushed opening sequences in 
a Manhattan law office late at nightto its 
sleek, pared-down narrative style, this 
uncommonly intelligent thriller evokes 
the greatfilms of the 1970s that managed 
to elicit gritty urban realism while main- 
taining a suave sense of style and moral 
complexity. George Clooney plays the 
title character, a “fixer” at a white shoe 
law firm, who finds himself enmeshed 
in a web of corporate intrigue, personal 
financial straits, madness and murder. 
The movie marks a return to the screen of 
intelligence, tasteand class. Hallelujah, 
and hirethe babysitter: It’s grown-uptime 
again atthe movies, (ah) 

MISS PETTIGREW LIVES FOR A DAY (PG- 
13, 101 minutes) Setin 1930s London, the 
story of a dowdy governess who finds 
adventure and love when she works as a 
starlet’s personal assistantfor 24 hours 
is just the tonic for filmgoers eager for a 
film that celebrates the bearable light- 
ness of being. Frances McDormand 
plays Guinevere Pettigrew, who, as the 
movieopens, is being summarily sacked. 
Director Bharat Nalluri jumps right into 
the action, sending Miss Pettigrew 
from firing to employment agency to 
the posh apartment of aspiring actress 
Delysia Lafosse (Amy Adams) within 
scant minutes. For the rest of the film, 
Adamsflirts, froths, simpersand sings 
her way into our hearts asaround-heeled 
woman with a heart of only-j ust-slig ht- 
ly-tarnished gold. The film’s flaws are 
nothing compared with the pleasures it 
offers, chiefly in its unapologetic pur- 
suit of old-fashioned sweetness and 
romance, (ah) 

NO COUNTRY FOR OLD MEN (R, 120 min- 
utes) Derived from the Cormac McCarthy 
novel of the same name, this high-end 
“literary” thriller traffics as much in ideas 
as in thrills, sometimes to its own detri- 
ment. It follows as a Vietnam vet (Josh 
Brolin) out antelope-hunting comes 
across a Texas drug deal gone bad. 
Bodies, guns, blood, flies and folly are 
everywhere on the arid plains. Each fig- 
ure is given, a la standard thriller oper- 
ating procedure, a single moral or psy- 
chological attribute and then acts in 
accordance to that principle and noth- 
ing else. It’s meant to be “ironic,” with 
that big capital I. Instead it’s unsatisfy- 
ing, with a capital U. (sh) 
THEOTHERBOLEYNGIRL(PG-13,114min- 
utes) This movie is half a notch abovea 


Johansson as Mary Boleyn, the “other” 
of the title, and Natalie Portman as her 
more famous sister. This Anne stops 
at nothing to secure that snug spot in 
His Majesty Henry Vlll’s (Eric Bana) 
four-poster bed. Her modus operan- 
di includes sib-on-sib back-stabbing 
and even attempted incest with brother 
George (Jim Sturgess). All thisto pro- 
duce a male heir. There’s a guilty plea- 
sure to these and other soap-opera she- 
nanigans, visually ennobled by the cos- 
tumes and royal lifestyles, (dt) 
PENELOPE (PG, 90 minutes) A witch 
placed a curse on Penelope’s family that 
said theirfirst-born daughter would be 
born with a pig face; the afflicted heir- 
ess (Christina Ricci) could shake off the 
curse, but only if she were accepted and 
loved by “one of her own.” Anyone will- 
ing to tolerate the premise of the story 
will be paid off by several winning per- 
formances and a moral that makes most 
of the absurdity worthwhile. Penelope’s 
mom (Catherine O’Hara) arranges for a 
parade of male suitors to call, each of 
whom wants the dowry but jumps out 
the window (literally) when he sees 
Penelope’s face. Eager to getthe story, 
a reporter hires dissipated blue-blood 
Max Campion (James McAvoy) to take 
Penelope’s picture. Things, as they will 
in such stories, don’t quite go accord- 
ing to plan. A story like this provides so 
many opportunities for snarky comments 
— about hamminess, or acting “chops,” 


or reaping what you sow, or being the 
wurst movie of the year — but they just 
won’t stick, (dt) 

THE PIRATES WHO DON’T DO ANYTHING 
- A VEGGIETALES MOVIE (G, 84 minutes) 
This umpteenth entry in the 15-year-old 


animated franchise and thefirstto forsake 
the Bible for Robert Louis Stevenson, 
is clever enough to keep adults enter- 
tained, even if the story is something of 
an antique. Dynastic intrigue. Adventure 
at sea. Imperiled maidens. Pirates who 


say “Arrrrrr.” Longtime fans knowthatthe 
veggies play different roles in each story. 
In this one, the Helpseeker takes them, 
via magical rowboat, to the 1600s. The 
Pirates Who Don’t Do Anything don’t, 
in fact, do much. But at leastthey won’t 
raise your cholesterol, (ja) 

SEMI-PRO (R, 90 minutes) Someone 
looking exactly like Will Ferrell appears 
to be starring in this head-shaker of a 
comedy in which the actor plays Jackie 
Moon. Our hesitation to identify him as 
the genuinely funny star comes after 
seeing this actor’s halfhearted, crude 
and only occasionally amusing perfor- 
mance. Asthe player, coach and owner 
of the Flint, Mich., Tropics, a team in the 
American Basketball Association, he’s 
meantto beacomical sign of his times. 
But his ’fro, sweatband and tight pants are 
cosmetic affectations morethan comic 
applications. The movie’s R-rated mate- 
rial doesn’t suitthe Ferrell we have come 
to appreciate. That Ferrell brings a sort 
of bird-just-born innocenceto his roles. 
He is a perpetual child who portrays an 
irrepressibly funny personality forev- 
er trying to come to grips with a com- 
plex world. Andre Benjamin, Woody 
Harrelson, Maura Tierney and David 
Koechner seem amazingly zombie- 
like here, (dt) 

THE SPIDERWICK CHRONICLES (PG, 97 
minutes) This movie, based on a best- 
selling young people’s novel, no doubt 
Continued on page 26 
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has been eagerly awaited by the book’s 
fans, who most likely will be pleased by 
the visualization of the story’s other- 
worldly creatures. Butforthe uninitiat- 
ed? It’s a bummer. The Spiderwick of the 
Chronicles in question is Arthur, a meta- 
physical explorer who 80 years ago dis- 
covered howto see into the supernatural 
world. Cuttothe presentday, when his 
great-niece Helen Grace (Mary-Louise 
Parker) moves into ye olde Spiderwick 
estate with her twin sons, Simon and 


Jared (Freddie Highmore, playing both 
characters), and daughter Mallory (Sarah 
Bolger). Soon enough, though, the three 
Gracesareonahuntfortheghostiesand 
gobblies that make things go bump in 
the night. The action is intense, violent 
and possiblyterrifying. (ah) 

STEP UP 2: THE STREETS (PG-13, 97 
minutes) Thisfollow-up to 2006’s “Step 
Up” has a message that slips through, 
at odds with the movie’s blatant insin- 
cerity: Youthful physicality is pure and 
impervious, even when it’sframed, cho- 
reographed, directed and generally falsi- 
fied by corporate grown-ups.

In this case 
he’s a high school student, Charlie 
Bartlett, who in the teen flick of 
the same name goes from lonely 
new kid to big man on campus by 
setting up a psychopharmacology 
practice in a bathroom stall. 

Is this the year of the therapist 
in Hollywood? Sure, psychiatrists, 
psychoanalysts and psychologists 
have been fixtures in our popu- 
lar entertainment through the 
ages. But often they’ve been silly 
caricatures on the sidelines, bum- 
bling, repressed, even criminal. Or 
they’ve been a tired vehicle to quick- 
ly extract some deep thoughts from 
the main character. 

Suddenly, though, it seems the 
fictional therapist has taken center 
stage. On the small screen, one of 
the most unusual series on televi- 
sion is HBO’s “In Treatment,” which 
centers not on the patient but on 
the doctor, Paul Weston. 

And though Weston has his own 
problems, he’s hardly bumbling or 
silly: Played by the contemplative, 


sad- eyed Irish actor Gabriel Byrne, 
he’s become a middle-aged sex sym- 
bol of sorts for series aficionados. 

Then there’s Anna Smudge. 
She’s only 11, and she exists only 
in a sketch on the cover of “Anna 
Smudge: Professional Shrink,” an 
upcoming book for tweens. Anna 
isn’t just a shrink; she’s the top 
shrink in Manhattan, who holds 
therapy sessions in a closet in the 
lobby of her apartment building. 

A schoolgirl, a teenage boy, a 
sexy, introspective middle-aged 
man: These aren’t exactly the 
stone -faced caricatures we’ve seen 
in decades past. What’s going on? 

“I think more and more people 
are feeling OK about therapy, and so 
it’s become more socially relevant,” 
says Gustin Nash, the 31 -year- old 
writer of “Charlie Bartlett.” Thus, 
he says, “it becomes both a target of 
satire and of serious treatment.” 

Not coincidentally, Nash is the 
son of a psychiatrist, who grew up 
knowing the Diagnostic and Statis- 
tical Manual of Mental Disorders

practically by heart. 

In his film, Charlie, played by 
Anton Yelchin, has been kicked out 
of his elite private school for run- 
ning a fake ID factory. Arriving at 
public school in a blazer, he’s beat- 
en up on the spot. Then he hits on 
a way to be popular. 

With prescriptions issued freely 
by his own shrinks, he opens shop. 


A little Ritalin, a little Prozac, and 
everyone loves him. When disaster 
nearly strikes, Charlie flushes away 
the pills. But it turns out the kids 
want therapy just the same. They 
DO want to talk about it. 

“We were trying to say in the film 
that people drastically underesti- 
mate the value of talking and lis- 
tening,” Nash says. 


That’s an important message, 
says Dr. Susan Jaffe, a New York 
psychiatrist. She notes the current 
obsession with a “quick fix” and pill- 
popping. “You can’t just medicate 
every problem,” she says. 

Talking and listening — that’s 
pretty much all Dr. Weston does 
in “In Treatment,” where he spends 
most of the time in his chair. 

“Certainly, our culture has 
reached a height of voyeurism,” 
says Rodrigo Garcia, head writer 
of the series and an executive pro- 
ducer, trying to explain the popu- 
larity of therapy- oriented themes. 
“Other people’s business: What’s 
more interesting than that?” 

And yet, he says, without the 
right element of drama, plus good 
writing, pure voyeurism loses its 
appeal quickly. What injects real 
drama into “In Treatment” — adapt- 
ed closely from a hit series in Israel 
— is the turmoil Dr. Weston experi- 
ences after a female patient declares 
she’s in love with him. 

And therein lies the problem 
for many therapists, who would 
prefer to see a depiction of prop- 
er therapy. 

But, of course, in the words 
of Dr. Jaffe, “Good therapy 
doesn’t create very good drama.”
